The“ Victory ticket’ plan is not in- 
ended as a substitute for outright 
cash purchases of Victory Bonds by 
agricultural producers, but offers a 
convenient supplementary method, 
Dominion headquarters of the Na- 
tional ‘War finance committee has an- 
nounced. 

By means of the Victory ticket the 
farmer can look forward to owing 
more Victory Bonds than he is able 
to purchase with cash, as his invest- 
ment need not be limited to the 
amount of money he has available 
during the actual] period of the Victory 
Loan campaign it was pointed out. 

Under the Victor ticket plan, the 
farmer authorizes his marketing 
agent to pay the value of certain 
specified prodicts to the Nationai 
War Finance Committee in the pro- 
vince where he resides. This money i3 
to be paid over for the purchase of 
Victory Bonds for the farmer at the 
time the produce is delivered. 

The farm program for the Victory 
Loan consists of the following plans: 
cash purchases; instalment purchases;

Germination Tests and Dormancy 

Two years ago, we installed two 
germinators with electrical tempera- 
ture control and invited farmers to 
submit samples of their small grain 
seeds for testing. Nearly 5,000 farm- 
ers’ samples were tested. Last year, 
9,083 samples passed through our 
laboratory. 

What may Le cxpevted of us this 
year, remains to be seen, We shall 
do our best to meet all demands; but 
take this opportunity to urge farmers 
to bring their sced samples into grain 
buyers for forwarding to us at the 
earliest possible date, and so enable 
us to spread the work over a long 
season. We are: certain to be taxed 
(with samples!) to the limit in 
February and March, 

Last fall we announced the installa- 
tion of a refrigerating pre-chiller. The 

urpose of this was to enable us to 

gin testing early without fear of 
underestimating the germination per- 
centage as a result of dormancy, 
Some samples, as we have explained 
before, require a sort of ‘rest period, 
germinating very poorly in the 
autumn and = gradually improving 
towards spring, 

By keeping the moistened seeds at 
a SITES SUF of 50°F, for three days 
(pre-chilling), the dormancy can 
broken. ‘To make sure that our 
machine was doing the job well, we 
tested 24 samples in November with 
and without pre-chilling. Then the 
following January, and again in May, 
we re-tested without pre-chilling. 
Results: November, pre-chilled, 80%; 
November, not pre-chilled, 45%; 
January, not meee 69 per cent 
and May, not pre-chilled, 83 per cent. 
Thus, our pre-chiiler enabled us to 
get accurate results in November 
which could otherwise only have 
been obtained the following spring.

INTHRNATIONAL 
PARKS OF PEACE 


The International Peace Park ‘'s 
the popular name given to an area 
of 1,754 square miles of mountain 
terrain lying across the boundary of 
Alberta and Montana. Here is a 
boundary line which joins, not separ- 
ates, two nations and two peoples 
and which symbolizes the spirit of 
good will and understanding which 
for well over a century has charact- 
erized the relations between Canada 
and the United States, 

The Waterton-Glacier International 
Peace Park was established in 1932 
by presidental proclamation, as 
authorized by the Congress of the 
United States, and by concurrent 
action in the Canadian Parliament. 
On that happy and historic occasion 
the following message from the pres 
ident of the United States was read: 
“The dedication of the ‘Waterton- 
Glacier Inernationa] Park is further 
gesture of the good will that has long 
blessed our relations with our Can- 
adian neighbors, and I am gratified 
by the hope and the faith that it will 
forever be an appropriate symbo] of 
permanent peace and friendship.” 
Similar, and no less sincere senti- 
ments, were expresed in the Can- 
adian House of Commons and through- 
out the Dominion.

It has 
been ordered because lives have been | 
lost on the broad bosom of the mighty | 
waterway, the banks of which Lady 
Bessborough once described as “arms | 
that reach out to welcome visitors | 
to Canada.” There are some visitors |

need for a black-out. 

Shortly after the black-out was 
ordered, indignant complaints reach- 
ed the authorities that it was not 
complete. The answer to this was} 
fairly simple. Many of the farmers 
living in the country surrounding the 
river do not read the newspapers, do | 
not listen to radio and did not under- | 
stand how close the war has come to!
